The purpose was to col­ 
lut material for the Academy from 
the country between Africa and 
India. The group collected Insects, 
plants and birds Including parrots, 
but their particular object was to 
git the ‘'Arabian tahr”, a small 
nu .rn met of the goat family. The 
only other animal of that group is 
in India and only other f ootmen 
shown Is In the British museum. 
lie Informed that, “Oman Is an 
absolute monarchy and very few 
people get In there. It Is only by 
permission of the Sultan that visit­ 
ors are allowed. The most beauti­ 
ful dates In the world are grown 
there. Their camels are considered 
among the best Some tobacco Is 
grown. Water is valued above gold. 
Every drop must be brought op 
from 60 to DO feet deep wells. 
Methods of drawing np the water 
are those used hundreds of years 
bro; ropes made of sisal Ghat 
drawn over wooden pulleys that 
are ungreased and screech, a 
bucket made of a bullock’s akin, 
and it Is a bullock's Job to pull up 
the buckets of water.** 
Mr. Green showed pictures of 
the town of Muscat: tbs harbor 
with Its forts built by the Portugese 
long ago; the Sultan** palace and 
the Sultan himself with his guards 
all armed with huge knives. Very 
interesting pictures w#-e shown 
of the desert, the palms, the native 
houses, a pomegranate tree In fruit. 
city wall and gates. The Sultan pro­ 
vided the expedition With guides 
and interpreters. Every time the 
Jeep-and-trailer-caravan paused to 
make camp curious natives of 
Oman gathered around to stare. At 
one camp they saw spiders as large 
as the palm of a hand. The Oman 
Arabs catch 
Bsh smaller than 
sardines and dry them to eat 
The next meeting will be a field 
trip to Longwood Gardens.

Contfaaod limn Page On# 
eight or nine during a day. While 
she was thus engaged, Eleanor 
would be busy somewhere sketch­ 
ing. 
At a pension, Margaret would see 
and talk to the concierge, the 
manager or manageress, look over 
tke rooms, the baths, and the kit­ 
chen, test the beds and otherwise 
get a complete Idea of what the 
place was like. 
The two of them would have 
lunch at a new.pension or resta­ 
urant, and then would continue 
their work until four, when they 
had tea and patisseries. Some of the 
tea places would have music. 
Then they would return to the 
ne# pension, where they were to 
spend the night, and rest for 
awhile. The rest was followed by 
more Investigations of other spots. 
About nine o’clock, they would 
sit down to a very leisurely dinner, 
wharf they would linger for several 
hours.

This pleased 
the natives immensely and excited 
them. They would give their name# 
and addresses Ur Margaret, so she 
is soon going to send them prints 
of the pictures. 
She had one mishap in the Casino 
In Nice. An employee of the place 
they knew said It would be all right 
to take pictures. So Margaret lined 
up her camera and first took a shot 
of her employee friend. 
’•When *the flash bulb went off.

In 
this period, says Margaret, you 
can get a good room at a pension 
for as little as ROO francs a day. In 
the more popular period, you 
would have to pay around 1400 or 
1600 francs. 
There la strictly no Upping at 
Riviera restaurants. Yon can get 
a delicious dinner for SSO francs, 
which covers the tip and also cover, 
but no wine. Wine would add about 
OO francs more to the Mil. You’d 
get a half bottle which would pro­ 
vide three glasses of wine. 
At such a dinner, one gets soup 
or bors d’oenves, fish or eggs, 
meat salad and vegetables, and 
cheese and fruit. Fur another fifty 
francs, yon could have both fish 
and egg*, or an additional course. 
Margaret Weller says that as 
a rule, it Is more reasonable to 
choose a good pension and dine 
as well as live there, lf yon Just 
live there, .hut eat out they cut 
the bill some, but not very much. 
She says she and Eleanor dis­ 
covered restaurants off the beaten 
path which had been visited by 
few lf an>* American travelers. In 
each town, the syndicate, which 
corresponds to our chamber of 
commerce, welcomed the couple 
warmly and gave them much help­ 
ful data. 
The American consuls were also 
a source of ald. 
Mr. Weller Is going to publish 
the guide book as soon as his wife 
has completed the text and arrang­ 
ed the placement of the many 
sketches by Eleanor Fox. This 
means It will come out one day this 
summer. 
Though she has finished her illus­ 
trations for the book. Eleanor Fox 
Is still In France, where she Is now 
doing some paintings on her own 
time.
